Kamm of the department or organ­ 
ic chemistry at the University of 
Illinois who recently had charge of 
the research work conducted at the 
26 mills of the American Writing 
Paper company. 
"The shortage has been and still 
is an item of great concern to news­ 
paper men all over the country and 
as a result numerous attempts have 
been made to find new processes 
for the manufacture of paper," he 
continued. 
“Straw, grass and 
even 
dead 
leaves have been asea with some 
success, but the processes necessary 
to make usable paper from these 
materials have proved 
more 
ex­ 
pensive than wood pulp. 
Looking 
into the future we have concluded 
that probably in 20 years, when our 
forests 
are 
somewhat 
depleted, 
j straw comstock®, leaves and 
vari­ 
ous other substitutes for wood pulp 
which are continually being brought 
up and found to be inferior, may 
be used in making of print paper. 
“The most important process now 
used for reducing the price of pap- 
, er is that of re-inking and restoring 
j the paper that 
has been already 
used. This has been found profitable 
' for book paper and other higher 
grades but it does not pay so well 
for use on newsprint because the 
materials that go into that paper 
are cheaper than the cost of re-ink­ 
ing."
